6.—The area which may be
served with power includes three-
(uarters of the state of California,
ihe entire states of Arizona, Ne-
vada and Utah, more than one-
half of Colorado and New Mexico
and one-fifth of Idaho and Wyom-
ing, with possibly large areas in
Northern Mexico.

7.—Power may be used for the
clectrification of steam railroads as
well as for commercial, agricul-
tural, mining and municipal uses
{in the entire district The saving
in fuel oil by the substitution of
this hydolelectric power will
amount to 90,000, 000 barrels per
year, which is practically the pres-
ent annual production of the en-
tire state of Cualifornia.

—These savings in oil con-
sumption will indefinitely extend
the fuel life of our navy and mer-
chant marine, the vessels of which
during the war were of necessity
changed from coal to oil-burning
types.
9.—The Colorado River is the sec-
ond largest river system of the
country, having a drainage area of
250,000 square miles. Nature's ar-
rangement of this stream for man's
use is equaled by that of no other
river in the world.

10.—Ninety-three per cent of the
run-off  may be impounded above
the storage dam, which will be 500
fect in height.
